To THE men in England who bu 
shares and debentures all flour mil 
would come under the same class. 
The success of the Guinness & Bass 
brewery promotions stimulated a tre- 
mendous activity in brewery stocks. 
Should the Pillsbury-Washburn Com- 
pany do what may reasonably be ex- 
pected of it in the way of a dividend 
there would ensue a strong demand 
for flour mill shares and this demand 
would be promptly met by the affable 
option man and promoter of compan- 
ies with whatever properties cou!d be 
most easily and readily brought on the 
market. In this event all sorts and 
conditions of mills, good, bad and in- 
different, would be offered and therein 
in the long run the foreign buyer will 
find himself utterly done for.

THOsE familiar with the milling 
business are aware that there are mills 
and mills, and that not all makers of 
flour are makers of money as well. 
Again, while you can buy a man’s 
plant and his business with its history 
and connections, and while you can 
take a first —— on his property, 
you can not purchase or permanently 
own his brains, and there is no busi- 
ness in existence where brains count 
any more than in milling. Sooner or 
later the man with the milling brains 
will cut loose from the property which 
is owned not by himself but by others. 
The result will then be that he comes 
into competition with the owners of 
the plant purchased and has the ad- 
vantage in that he understands the 
business a while they do not. 
It must inevitably follow that the non- 
resident must suffer. If this craze of 
the English share buying public for 
American industrial properties is ex- 
tended to flour mill plants to a great 
extent and any considerable number 
of American flour mills are listed on 
the London stock exchange, it is only 
a question of time when the foreign 
buyer will find himself the unlucky 
possessor of the shell, while the most 
valuable part of the business—the 
brains, experience, knowledge, per- 
sonal acquaintance, popularity and 
many other attributes which go to 
make up the grand cause of a mill’s 
success—have eluded him, are not rep- 
resented in his share certificates nor 
covered by his debentures, but are em- 
bodied in a competitor who, with a 
newer and better plant, more modern 
and perfect —- and a general- 
y better equipment, is making the 

stant shareholder’s life a burden and 
turning his profits into a mirage of 
the desert.

THE daily press has interested itself 
pong a good deal during the last few 

aysin the rumored removal of the 
Washburn Crosby Company from Min- 
neapolis. The factsof the case appear 
to be that should the CO. OC. Washburn 
plant be sold or should there be any 
doubt of the present lessee being able 
to renew its lease next year, the Wash- 
burn Crosby Company will not retire 
from business, but is prepared to build 
mills of itsown. Inorder to be pre- 
pared and to have its plant in running 
order at the time when its present 
lease expires, the company is looking 





about for a site and putting its ideas as 
to a mill into shape. There is no ques- 
tion but that this company is perfectly 
able financially to own its own plant. 
As long as the O. C. Washburn mills 
could leased on favorable terms 
there was no necessity for further mill 
building. Should conditions change 
as it seems possible they may,the n 
for a new plant will be immediate, 
hence the preparatory movements al- 
luded to.

IN THE event of such a change it is 
not probable that the company would 
care to erect a plant or purchase exist- 
ing plants located on a water power 
controlled by its heaviest competitor. 
Although eve peynntngs and facilit 
_— and doubtless would be extend- 
ed by the present a of the 
water power to the Washburn Crosby 
Co. it would hardly seem to be good 
business policy for it to build a plant 
in a place where there is a possi- 
bility even of a clash of interests. 
Therefore another site will doubtless 
be chosen for the new mills should 
they be erected. Duluth undoubted- 
ly offers many great advantages for 
milling and it is quite probable that 
it will be selected as the point where, 
should events make it necessary, the 
new mills will be built. In this case 
Minneapolis will retain all her pres- 
ent capacity and Duluth will gain ma- 
terially, the result being an increased 
capacity for the northwest. The whole 
thing is uncertain and depends so 
much on what may be e result 
of the present negotiations between 
the owners of the C. O. Washburn 
mills and those who are endeavoring 
to buy them, that it is far too early to 
predict positively what course will be 
taken.

SATURDAY last Judge Gresham at In- 
dianapolis refused to grant an injunc- 
tion against the Richmond City Mill 
Works, of Richmond, Indiana, makers 
of the Mawhood roller mill, which had 
been applied for by the Consolidated 
Roller Mill yer vgs és The following is 
the opinion of the court and marks the 
latest development in the legal war be- 
tween the “Big Four’ and the “Big 
Five:”’ 

In the circuit court of the United 
States, for the district of Indiana,the 
Consolidated Roller Mill Co., et al 
vs The Richmond City Mill Works. 
No. 8,496, chancery. 

The above complainants brought suit 
on four patents in the eastern district 
of Michigan against W. A. Coombs, as 
the user of a roller mill made by the 
defendant in this suit for the manu- 
facture of flour. The answer attacked 
the validity of all the patents and de- 
nied infringement. The complainants 
abandoned one of the patents at the 
hearing, the court held two of them in- 
valid and sustained the second, third, 
fourth and fifth claims of the other,the 
Gray patent, which consisted ‘‘in a pe- 
culiar construction and arrangement 
of devices for adjusting the rolls ver- 
tically as well as horizontally, where- 
by any unevenness in the wear of the 
rolls or in their journals or bearings 
may be compensated for and the grind- 
ing or crushing surfaces kept exactly 
in line’, and also “in the special de- 
vices for separating the rolls when not 
in action, and in other details.”” The 
usual decree was entered against the 
defendant and the case was sent toa 
master. 

The answer in the suit here sets up 
substantially the same defenses that 
were relied on in the Michigan case, 
which was defended by an association 
of five millfurnishers, of which the de- 
fendant, the Richmond City Mill 
Works, was one. The motion for a 
provisional injunction is based in part 
upon the decree in the Michigan case 
on the theory that there was privity 
between the defendant there and the 
defendant here. 

Prior to the hearing and commence- 
mentof the Michigan suit, Allis, the 
then owner of the Gray patent, sued 
Freeman for its infringement, in the 
western district of Wisconsin,and after 
a hearing in the court, Jadge Bunn 


held the patent invalid, and dismissed 
the bill for want of equity, but gave 
no opinion. The complainant appealed 
and after doing so assigned the patent 


to the parties or some of them who be- 
came complainants in the Michigan 
suit and whose counsel dismissed the 
appeal. Why the appeal was dismissed 
we do not know. Gray’s first appli- 
cation for a patent hec ed broadly 
the means for adjusting the roller bear- 
ings irrespective of the particular lo- 
cation of the sopporting pivots, which 
were adjustable, and irrespective of 
other details of construction. The ap- 
plication was rejected by the patent 
office, Gray submitted to the decision 
and filed another application with 
claims limited to special devices for his 
adjustments and the application with 
the claims thus limited was allowed. 
Judge Brown who heard the Michigan 
case did not hold Gray to the limita- 
tions imposed upon him by the patent 
office, but construed his claims broadly 
and somewhat as if the patent were a 
pioneer. Indeed he interpreted the 
claims as if no limitations had been in- 
troduced into them by amendment to 
meet the requirements of the patent 
 entaia: Souk tents 1 

ertain foreign patents, properly or 
improperly, pre ¢ the patent office to 
reject Gray’s original application. He 
submitted to the decision as stated 
above and amended his claims by lim- 
iting them to “special devices’ b 
which he made his adjustments, and if 
he is held to these limitations and his 
claims are not expanded by construc- 
tion this suit must fail and the appeal 
from the Michigan decree will be re- 
versed. It is not necessary, however, 
for this court, at this time, to express 
an opinion as to the correctness of the 
rulings of the learned judge who en- 
tered the decree in the Michigan case 
orof the effect of that decree upon the 
defendant in this suit. The defendant 
is a manufacturer and the complainants 
are not, and if the supreme court 
should hold the Gray patent invalid 
and reverse the decree in the Michigan 
suit, this defendant might and proba- 
pe would suffer irreparable injury, 
Ww 


court is affirmed the complainants can 
recover full damages and profits for the 
use of their patented improvements. 

The defendant owns and operates an 
extensive establishment and has a 
large capital invested in the manufac- 
ture of roller mills. It can not be said 
upon the proofs before the court, that 
the defendant has not been carrying on 
its business in good faith and in the 
belief that it was not trespassing upon 
the rights of others, and a sudden stop- 
rpage of its business might be ruinous 
to it. The chances are more than 
even that if the court should issue a 
provisional injunction as prayed for it 
would result in serious inj to the 
defendant without benefit to the com- 
plainants. 

The motion for a provisional injunc- 
tion will be denied when the defend- 
ant files an undertaking with security 
to be approved by the clerk of this 
court for the payment of any decree 
that may be rendered in favor of the 
complainants on final hearing.

P. Allis & Co., the Nordyke & Mar- 
mon Co., the Stilwell & Bierce Co. and 
the John T. Noye Co., familiarly and 
commonly known as the “Big Four.” 
Individually all of these concerns ex- 
hibit good judgment and excellent 
sense in the conduct of their business. 
We wish we could say as much for the 
Consolidated company. Its tactics oc- 
casionally reach the verge of extreme 
silliness. The millers of the United 
States are not children, although the 
Consolidated company apparently so 
regards them. To send out circulars 
to users of machines made by mem- 
bers of the Consolidated company 
in order to have a pretext for adver- 
tising, free, of course, that certain 
firms are oon Regangesere and that users 
of their machines need not fear any 
disturbance, is quite childish to sa 
the least. We published the Nordyke 
Marmon Co.’s letter and we herewith

aving included in this notice the 
names of the other two firmsinterested 
in and licensed by the ‘‘Big Four” we 
trust that we have come to the end 
of this child’s piay. It is only fair 
to say that the opponents of the Con- 
solidated company have since the be- 
ginning of this dispute shown better 
taste in approaching the trade than it 
has and taken rather a manlier and 
more pleasing attitude before the 
milling public.

There was very little change in the 
amount of flour got out by the mills 
last week, the quantity still being 
large. The aggregate output for the 
week (ending Nov. 9) was 171,490 bbls 
—averaging 28,581 bbls daily—against 
173,690 bbls the week before, and 149,- 
500 bbls for the corresponding time in 
1888. The water power is rather more 
deficient this week, if that be possi- 
ble, and several of the water mills 
are able to do little else a good 
deal of the time, than to turn 
their empty machinery. The larger 
ones of this class are the most affected 
in this way. peng 4 weather has set 
in and trouble from ice is looked for at 
most any time. A year ago now the 
flour market had begun to feel the ef- 
fects of the depression which charac- 
terized it all the winter, and the flour 
production also commenced to fall 
off heavily. At present all the 
mills are being operated to their 
utmost capacity, notso much on ac- 
count of any special demand for flour 
as to get their products forward before 
the advance in freights, which is ex- 
pected to occuron Nov. 20 or soon 
thereafter. The daily output is not 
much short of 29,000 bbls. Two more 
mills, representing a capacity of nearly 
2,000 bbls, have decided to introduce 
steam, and intend to have their plants 
ready for use about the holidays. Quite 
a falling off in the demand for flour is 
reported, though one large concern 
claims to have received heavy orders 
within a few days past. As a result, 
some firms have been running on old 
orders to a considerable extent, and 
were glad of the opportunity, as 
they desire to get more or less 
flour accumulated at eastern cen- 
ters before freight rates become 
higher. The plan of thus getting 
some flour forward on present rates 
for storage in the east is being attempt- 
ed by not a fewmillers. Some of them, 
however, have about as much sold as 
they can make by the time that navi- 
gation closes. There is some demand, 
but more for bakers’ than patent. The 
greater number of millers have stiff- 
ened up prices, and the strength 
developed in the wheat market today 
is expected to make flour more act- 
ive. The export trade is less act- 
ive, bids usually being lower. Quo- 
tations are: London, c. i. f., 280 ibs, 
patents, 323 to 32s 6d; bakers, 23s to 
to 24s; low grades, 12s to 14s. The di- 
rect exports for last week were 60,760 
bbls, against 56,100 bbls the preceding 
week,

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 13. 

The wheat market for the week was 
confined in very narrow limits. There 
has been very little activity, and until 
today there was no decide inclination 
in either direction. The large move- 
ment of wheat in the northwest has 
been a bearish factor in the situation, 
and a growing export demand the bull- 
ish. ere is nothing in the e 
movement of spring wheat that ought 
to attract such particular attention, or 
to be so especially bearish in its influ- 
ence on values... Except on last year 
the movement has been butlittle great- 
er than in most late seasons for the last 
four or five crops. It is true that this 
movement has been the largest of all, 
and coming, as it did, after a strong 
effort of interested parties to lead the 
public to believe that the northwestern 
crop for the year was a light one, cre- 
ated disappointment and not a little 
consternation among people who had 
been banking on the correctness of 
such interested reports. At the begin- 
ning, farmers were slow to sell, prices 
were low, and they had confidence in 
the statements that higher values were 
sure to follow. The little they did mar- 
ket — they stored toa large extent, 
and paid high storage charges to a. 
it until the higher prices they believe 
in should come. at idea made them 
late in starting, and when it was re- 
moved they marketed the more freely. 
Receipts here and at Duluth, lack but 
little of reaching 27,000,000 bus, count- 
ing the crop movement to have begun 
Aug. 1, and about 26,500,000 beginning 
with Aug. 15,afcer which less old wheat 
was received than new. A year ago 
arrivals at the same two places ha 
reached at this time about 17,000,000 
bus, the difference being mostly at Du- 
luth. Two years ago at this date the 
7 ee had been, from Aug. 1 
to date, 25,363,486 bus; or,from Aug. 15, 
the real beginning of the new crop 
year, approximately 25,000,000 bus; or 
1,500,000 bus more has moved from 
this crop in the same time than from 
that. There had moved in 1886 from 
Aug. 1 to this time, 24,654,827 bus, or, a 
little more than 24,000,000 bus from 
Aug. 15, leaving the movement for that 
year approximately 2,500,000 bus less 
than for the same time this year. There 
were in each of those years, larger 
stocks in country elevators than now, 
which goes far toward removing the 
difference between those years and the 
present, in the movement from farm 


granaries. 








* * 


There was a sharp upward turn in 
the wheat market today, that appeared 
to have for its cause better export re- 
ports,and a larger demand for cash 
property. It appears the greater bulk 
of the wheat moving from the north- 
‘ west to the east, has been already sold 
to exporters and to millers. At the 
rate eastern millers are now buying, 
even without much export demand for 
wheat during the winter, there would 
be small stocks at the Atlantic coast 
for export in the spring. A very im- 
portant item of foreign news has been 
the advance during the week in the 
prices of rye in Germany, and some 
other continental states. In Germany 
the advance within a week was about 
10c per bu, which excited the rye 
markets in this country so that they 
advanced in sympathy, though less 
than in Europe. As rye is an impor- 
tant food grain in Europe, taking the 
: of wheat among many of the 
states, its advance there would tend to 
create a larger demand for wheat for 
export. Wheat closed fully 1c higher 
today, than yesterday. hough the 
advance was largely speculative, there 
is more confidence in general results 
than a few days ago. There is no gen- 
eral reason, outside of speculative ones, 
why there should be a large advance 
at this time. Wheat has been held 
down for a ven | time, and perhaps has 
been depressed more than the situa- 
tion would naturally warrant. The re- 
moval of such depressing influences, 
might leave prices with enough elas- 
ticity to carry them too high.

FLOUR.—Some millers report a good 
inquiry for the week while others call 
the demand dull. Prices were not held 
up to quotations, but otherwise the sit- 
uation was not discouraging, though 
flour makers would like to see more of 
their product going abroad. The de- 
mand for bakers’ grades continues bet- 
ter than for patents. Millers who have 
not taken orders for forward delivery 
have veen on the lookout for sale for 
their flour, but while not finding it ex- 
cept for a few days ahead, they felt 
easy about the situation,expecting that 
an outlet would be found,as it has been 
in the last few weeks. Several mills 
still have old orders to fill and have 
been crowding their machinery to 
meet the demand, as holders of such 
contracts were urging immediate ship- 
ment. In the latter part of the week 
eastern buyers were reported buying 
for more prompt delivery than for- 
merly, and some flour depots were un- 
dertaking to meet such requirements. 
This would be unnecessary if the rail- 
roads would send the flour —- with 
the degree of promptness desired. As 
it is now, there is much uncertain 
when the flour forwarded will reac 
its destination. Some mills which have 
caught up with previous orders have 
found some difficulty in disposing of 
current production at prices that 
seemed to cover the present cost of 
raw material and manufacturing. Late 
in the week some fair sized sales of pat- 
ents were reported made at Atlantic 
points on the basis of a range of $5.20 
@b5 35 delivered. It is reported that 
there have been sales below that and 
that there is considerable competi- 
tion among northwestern spring wheat 
millers.

Tariff sheets are being sent out giv- 
ing the new rates on flour, grain and 
millstuff which go into effect on Nov. 
20. The new rates cover an advance 
of 23c per 100 lbs, Minneapolis to Mil- 
waukee and Chicago, making the rate 
on the commodities named 10c instead 
of 73c, as now. The Soo announces a 
similar advance on the same date. 
While the proposition to thus put up 
rates has had the effect of causin 
transit to advance from 8} to 9c, mill- 
ers do not seem to have much faith in 
the new tariff holding very long. There 
is a large quantity of transit in the 
hands of the millers and others, the 
cost of which has been a good deal un- 
der 9c, and the roads over which this 
is good will get the bulk of the busi- 
ness from here. 

The only lines at present taking flour 
alone, for lake-and-rail shipment are 
the Western Transit Co. via Milwau- 
kee and Chicago, and the Lackawanna 
via Green Bay. It is expected that 
these routes will be closed at a date 
not far remote from Nov. 22 or 23. On 
this account flour is being hurried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. 

Until Nov. 20, the local or flat rate 
on flour, grain and millstuff, Minne- 
apolis to Milwaukee and Chicago, will 
be 10c and the transit rate 74c per 100 
lbs. The rate to Gladstone via the Soo 
road is also 7}c, though only flour is 
being received. After Nov. 20, these 
rates are all to be advanced 23c per 
100 Ibs.

NEW YORK CITY.

The New York flour and wheat mar- 
kets for the week ending to-day have 
been scarcely more thaa a repetition 
of the previous week, ‘‘only more s0.”’ 
That is, wheat has been duller than 
before on thiscrop, in the option line 
with less change in prices for an equal 
period, though export demand has 
somewhat improved, albeit spasmod- 
icaily. Oa the other hand, the demand 
for fiour has improved both for home 
and export trade, though the latter fell 
off at the close on lower markets on the 
other side, in consequence of the clear- 
ances of old purchases from this side 
during the week. These reached 39,- 
000 sacks and 16,000 bbls from New 
York in asingle day—Thursday—and 
85,000 sacks from Baltimore the same 
day, or a total of nearly 90,000 pack- 
ages. Yet there have been orders for 
large lines of spring wheat shipping 
grades in this market until near the 
close at old prices, which western mills 
would not accept as a rule, and in 
cases bids have been advanced 5c in 
order to secure round lots. Ahles & 
Raymond, and Chas. Haight & Co. 
have placed several thousand sacks 
each of bakers’ spring wheat extras as 
well assome patents at full prices, while 
the former house turned out as much

Perrin also sold 5,000 choice 
patent springs to arrive in one day, 
while Carhart, Faubel & Hawk, Ben- 
ham and other spring flour receivers, 
whose mills would accept current 
prices to arrive, have sold as freely to

The market for spring patents has 
nearly cornered itself, owing to the 
enormous sales made.at $5 to arrive 
for the balance of 1889, as explained in 
lastletter. Ihave been told since, that, 
in addition to these large purchases 
then noted, Rower, of the Schuitz bak- 


biands of Mioneapolis patents at $5, 
and that Sweezey took 15,000 instead of 
10,000 at the same price, though the 
agents of these mills here nev- 
er reported these sales, nor do 
they admit that they accepted $5. 
The trade, however, learned it, as it 
always does these trade secrets. This 
is what has enabled the price of these 
fancy brands to be maintained so firm- 
ly since, and those who did not get in 
early on this crop on the ground floor, 
are helping make up the average, as 
well as the loss on these $5 contracts. 
The scarcity of spring patents has af- 
fected winter patente, as well as spring 
straights, and fancy brands have sold 
freely at $4.90@5 and even at $5.25, Al- 
len having sold several thousand bar- 
rels of his Akron flours at that price. 
Curtis and Barclay have also sold free- 
ly of their choice patents. This demand

markets and are offering but little at 
$4.25@4.30. Indeed, this increased 
South American demand is a boon to 
our city mills, which have been driven 
to their utmost capacity since this crop 
came in, whereas a Ad ago they were 
fighting. for the West India trade, 
whieh was not enough to go around. 
Then, it was a standing j ke in the 
trade, that when a West India shipper 
received an order, he notified the city 
mills that he was ready to receive 
sealed proposals, and that the lowest 
bidder would get the order. In fact, 
one of our largest mills sent an agent 
a year ago to one of the West India 
islands in which another city mill had 
secured the trade, with instructions to 
take all the orders he could get at 25c 
per bbl uuder what its rival would sell 
for and to guarantee to give a flour 
worth 25c per bbl more. When this 
nt returned with orders for 25,000 
bbls upon these conditions, the rival 
mill which already had this trade, 
learned of these terms, and immedi- 
ately dropped its price 50c per bbi and 
the 25,000 bbl order was filled at a 
loss wLich was charged up to the suc- 
cessfal bidder’s advertising account. 
Bat this is now all changed and full 
“schedule rates”? are seidom cut on 
West India and tropical ee, even 
with the new Staten Island mill in the 
field, which has started in avery op- 
portune time. Hence all grades of 
spring and winter flours have been in 
better demand at steady and better 

rices, until we come down to No. 1. 
For these there has been a fair export 
demand for springs as well as for No. 2 
winters and choice winter superfines, 
which latter have not been so plenty. 
But all other low grades have been 
dull and in buyer’s favor, as the Euro- 
pean and provincial demand for low 
grades has been less tham the supp’y, 
especially of springs, of which there 
has been an unusual amount produced 
insupplying the enormous demand for 
atents. Except, therefore, for those 
very low =< there seems to be an 
almost unlimited demand for our Amer- 
ican flours at home or abroad, to on 
ply which mills here and in the north- 
west are largely sold ahead for the 
balance of this calendar year. This is 
in happy contrast to a year ago when 
mills were accumulating stocks at high 
prices to be carried through the crop 
year and to the new crop dumping 
ground. 

But the pleasing part of the compari- 
son ends with flour in the food line and 
corn in the feed branch of the grain 
trade. For, notwithstanding the spas- 
modic increase in the exports of wheat 
this week the export demand for that 
staple continues to to all 
but the bears, who still think talk the 
better way to depress prices, rather 
than to sell wheat at these prices. Even 
with the long looked-for falling off in 
spring wheat receipts and better ex- 
rt inquiry, the markets on the other 
side do not act like business, and have 
continued dull and declining. The 
talk of 10c advance in rail flour rates 
from the west to New York and the 
seaboard, on the close of inland navi- 
getion, may have had some influence 
n stimulating the demand for flour 
the past week, yet not speemently 
though “there is no such thing as cut 
rates, either through or local any 
more,” said one of our largest flour re- 
ceivers as well asc. i. f. exporters. 
grain shipper also cited the fact that 
they are unable to work “‘c. i f.”? grain 
as well as flour, as proof that the rail- 
roads are not ey export rates. It 
is true that ocean freights as noted in 
our last, have operated against free ex- 
ports both of wheat and flour for the 
past two months and that part of the 
increased movement noted this week 
bas been due to easier freights. In this

The Baltimore flour market on the 
whole, owing largely to politics, has 
ruled dull and neglected again this 
week. While prices are quotably un- 
changed it is a notorious fact, never- 
theless, that a few dealers here, who 
have become demoralized, are offering 
spot winter straights, clears and ex 
tras today at figures 10@15c below 
those of a week ago. Otherwise the 
condition here is about the same as 
when last reported. In anticipation of 
an early close of navigation local 
agents have sold within the week large 
lines of spring wheat patents to arrive 
at prices ranging from $4.75 to $65. 
Since these transactions were effected 
certain mills in the northwest have ad- 
vanced quotations 15c per bbl to cover 
the additional charge on all-rail rates, 
but experience teaches us that this ex- 
tra expense invariably comes off the 
wheat, or the miller, and not the buy- 
er, as some would annually have us 
believe. Theimprovement noted there- 
fore amounts practically to nothing, 
except perhaps to make customers feel 
good over late purchases. 
patents and straights absolutely com- 
mand no attention whatever. They 
are nominally held at $4.75@4.85 and

ana aud Illinois patents, straights and 
clears enjoy the monopoly, at prices

Considerable, too, has 
been done this week in spring bakers’ 
to arrive, at figures ranging from $3.40 
to $3.65, one agent alone having booked

[Special Correspondence.] 

The week has been a very quiet one 
in wheat circles. The business on the 
board of trade has been almost entire- 
ly in cash wheat, and the buyers have 
been shippers. Nospeculative trading 
will be done here until navigation 
closes, if there is much then. Prices 
have fluctuated but slightly, and to- 
day’s close finds them just where they 
were last Monday. The movement

The lake grain rates switched around 
a good d uring the week. Last 
Monday the Buffalo rate was weak at 
3}c, with a large amount of bye a 
offered shippers. This state of a 
remained until about Thursday, when 
the number of vessels on the market 
was materially reduced and the rate 
advanced jc. By Sat yit was up 
to 4c, and that is the present figure. 
Quite a good deal of capacity is under 
charter and shipments for the week 
will foot up several hundred thousand 
bushels. The Kingston rate is 7c, with 
very little demand. The rates on ore 
from Two Harbors and Ashland are 
ruling at from $1.60 to $1.65, while there 
has been a slight advance in coal rates 
from Lake Erie ports to Duluth and 
Superior. Navigation is now so near- 
ly at an end that all classes of rates are 
liable to frequent and marked changes. 


‘Very much of an advance in the grain 


rate, however, would probably stop 
shipments of very large quantities. 
* * 

The number of shortages on cargoes 
of wheat from Duluth at Buffalo has of 
late become so great and such a com- 
plaint has arisen that the elevator com- 
panies have begun an investigation as 
to the method of weighing cargoes out 
at that port, and so far the results have 
been most satisfactory, and have 
helped to confirm the suspicion that 
there is rere gape is not exactly 
on the gs at the other end of the 
lake. he complaints have mostly 
come on cargoes weighed at elevator 
D, in thiscity. Some days ago four ro 
five heavy cargoes were taken from 
this elevator and the companies sent 
Capt J. W. Miller, an old weighmaster 
here, and formerly connected with the 
state force, to Buffalo, to watch the un- 
loading of the vessels, and discover, if 
possible, what the trouble was and 
where it lay. Up to date he has been 
present at four unloadings, and the re- 
sult has been quite different from that 
telegraphed here when there was no 
Duluth representative around. The 
Siberia and Italia were —— to be 
60 bus short on cargoes of 156,000 bus, 
the Fontana was found to be 22 bus 
over, with a cargo of 65,690 bus and the 
Calumet was 16 bus short on a cargo of 
60,000 bus. Thus there was a shortage 
of only 44 bus on 282,000 bus of wheat, 
or less than 1 lb to aor 100 bus, or 
about what the natu shrinkage 
would be in carrying the wheat so far. 
The Buffalo people also admitted that 
possibly one of their scales was not as 
true as it might be. There will proba- 
bly be very little heard for some time 
of shortages of 100 to 300 bus on vessel 
loads from this and other ports. Almost 
every shipping port on the chain of 
lakes has suffered from the shortage 
reports from the Buffalo elevators, and 
it has always been a mystery to me 
that all should be afflicted with bad 
scales or bad weighmen or both, except 
Buffalo. The weighing here has been 
done for the last three years by state 
weighmen and they have every motive 
to be careful in their work,and thescales 
are the most accurate the elevators can 
get, while the state Jaw as well as the 
rules of elevators require them to be 
regularly tested, and there seems no 
reason at all for such shortages asthe 
Buffalo people have been charging to 
Duluth.

The wheat trade during the past 
week has remained in the same quiet 
state in which it was at the date of my 
last letter, but prices have exhibited 
more steadiness, or rather there has 
been no further decline. At the close, 
indeed, there is rather more firmness, 
especially for good wheats such as 
Californian, which are worth today 35s 
9d after 35s 6d had been accepted a 
few days ago. There has been an in- 
crease in the quantity afloat for the 
United Kingdom which is due to the 
increased shipments from Russia and 
from California, but the former are not 
expected to maintain their present 
high level, and we may shortly also 
expect a falling off in the deliveries of 
English, in view of which holders are 
not disposed to give way. The most 
important bit of fresh information 
this week is the estimate of Sir J. B. 
Lawes concerning this year’s crop in 
the United Kingdom. Sir J. B. Lawes, 
as you know, makes a _ yearly 
estimate of the crop, based on the 
actual results obtained on his 
experimental farm at Rothamsted. 
Sir Lawes is the only authority outside 
the agricultural department making 
an estimate based on anything tangi- 
ble. It is a fact, however, that his esti- 
mate is just as often wrong asit is right, 
pee reac yes when it comes to be 
compared with the later official return. 
This year he estimates the yield per 
acre at only 27} bus (30 to 31 bus hav- 
ing so far been the popular idea), and 
the total product he puts at 69,869,800 
bus, while other authorities have as- 
sumed it to be 76,000,000 to 80,000,000 
bus. If Sir J. B. Lawes should prove 
to be correct in his deductions, as he 
was last year, though 7 to all 
other authorities, it will seen that 
the effect is important, because the 
United Kingdom would in that case 
require 8,000,000 bus more from abroad 
this season than we have so far reck- 
oned upon. Personally I think the 
baronet has rather under-rated this 
year’s crop, but I think there is suffi 
cient evidence to show that it is not so 
—— as was at one time thought; that, 
in fact, it will not exceed 76,000,000 bus 
and that our requirements during the 
season from abroad will be at least 
140,000,000 bus. This last estimate of 
the Rothamsted authority compares as 
follows, with the official returns of 
previous years:

There has been considerable discus- 
sion lately about the rate of consump- 
tion in the United Kingdom, which Sir 
J. B. Lawes, for instance, puts at 5.65 
bus per head and which, on our pres- 
ent population of 38,140,830, means a 
total of close upon 216,000,000 bus. In 
my opinion 53 bus per head is a full 
estimate, which would give for the 
whole kingdom 210,000,000 bus. As a 
matter of fact, the actual figures for the 
five years ending with 1888 89 come out 
as follows:

Stocks in hand Sept. 1, 1889, were prob- 
ably 4,000,000 bus less than on Sept. 1, 
1884, which would add 8,000,000 bus to 
the above five years’ average, making 
it 207,248,000 bus; hence I believe I am 
perfectly justified in placing the max- 
imum consumption in the present year 
at 210,000,000 bus, or 53 bus per head.

or of the Vortex or any other infringing dust collector; on the con- 
trary, we desire it to be distinctly understood that whoever sells or 
uses one of these infringing machines does so at his peril.

Plant at La Crosse, Wis.

It is only a few months ago that we 
were called upon to chronicle with 
much regret the burning of the excel. 
lently equipped and modern mill of the 
Listman Miil Co., La Crosse, Wis. This 
plant had been running a number of 
years and its product had acquired and 
maintained an excellent standing in 
the markets, hence its loss meant much 
to its owners and to the trade, especial- 
ly as the destruction was almost total 
and the work of rebuilding had to be 
done practically from the very begin- 
ning. It is with much pleasure, there- 
fore, that we present in this issue a full 
account of the reconstructed mill and 
its equipment. The new structure 
erected on the site of the one burned 
in May last, turned its full plant of 
machinery for the first time on Oct. 29 
and began grinding the following day. 
Itis regarded as quite a notable ex- 
ample of rapid construction, nothing 
having been done toward the work of 
reérection, except to clear up the ruins, 
until July. During the interim, the 
question of rebuilding was an anxious 
one to all old employes and certainly 
one of great interest to citizens, who 
realized that the availability of La 
Crosse asa location for this class of 
manufacturing was on trial. 

During June the insurarice was ad-

justed and the affairs of the company 
wound up. Mr. Listman’s business 
standing in the community, his past 
success and confidence in La Crosse as 
a milling point, which he was able to 
reinforce by facts and figures, secured 
him readily the assistance needed in 
rebuilding the mill, and a strong com- 
pny was formed, composed of G. C. 

ixon, retired lumberman, W. C. Bus- 
sell, also a lumberman, M. Funk, a 
wealthy boiler maker, Wm. Listman 
and Geo. Hagemann, the latter engi- 
neer of the old mill. The site, fronting 
200 feet on the Mississippi river, ever 
foot available for whar age if required, 
the boilers in good condition and the 
stack wholly uninjured constituted 
about all the visible property for the 
new company to start with.

The 
second floor is used principally for 
spouting, wheat garners over rolls, 
etc, and the bran packer is also on this 
floor. The upper floors are given up to 
the bolting machinery and purifiers, 
which are driven from the three prin- 
cipal lines of shafting, these in turn be- 
ing driven by one main belt from the 
engine wheel. The flour dressers and 
scalpers are arranged in vertical tiers 
of three to five machines, and each tier 
is driven by a single belt. The clean- 
ing machinery is all located in one end 
of the mill on the third floor, being 
separated from the remainder of the 
mill by partitions, and the cleaners are 
driven from horizontal shafts, upright 
shafts being entirely dispensed with 
throughout the mill. The break scalp- 
ers are of the same style as those intro- 
duced by Allis & Co. in the Duluth Im- 
perial mill, viz, the Johnston machine 
with Mr. Gray’s improvements, the 
principal feature of which is a hori- 
zontal sieve with a peculiar circular or 
eccentric motion. The company states 
that this scalper has enormous capacity 
in a small space and that results thus 
far have faliy justified the high claims 
made for it. The Reliance purifiers, 
Gray improved centrifugal reels, Gray 
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flour dressers, and Gray noiseless belt 
roller mills farnished by Allis & Co 
are too well known to need special 
mention.

St. Paul Roller Mill Burned. 





Minnesota, within 
less than a month, 
has lost two large 
mills by fire. The 
Porter mill at Wino- 
na was burned Oct. 
23, and close upon its 
heels has followed 
the destruction of 
the St. Paul roller 
mill at St. Paul. The 
latter took fire from 
Manager. ° the explosion of a 
lam 7, Friday night, and only the 
blackened walls remain of the former 
800 bbl mill. 

The mill was a stone and brick struct- 
ure, 40x90 feet in size, and was peculiar 
in that there were ten stories in the 
rear and only four in front. This was 
on account of it being built on the edge 
of the bluff which forms one side of 
Third street at that point. The fire 
occurred shortly before 10 o’clock, and 
the mill had been shut downa few 
hours previous. The watchman was 
working in the basement, cleaning ce 
when a lamp, for some unexplain 
cause, exploded. This occurred imme- 
diately beneath a shaft within which a 
large belt ran, and the flames shot 
through the opening to all of the other 
stories. In fact, so fast did the fire 
spread that the watchman had great 

ifficulty in getting out with his life. 
The fire department was called with-

out delay, but by the time water was 
got upon the fire, the flames had gained 
great headway. The uliar form of 
the building, too, handicapped the fire- 
men, and the water with which the 
flooded it, seemed to have little effect. 
The interior of the mill burned with 
on fierceness, and out of the win- 

ows of the upper stories and from the 
roof the flames soared to the skies with 
violent intensity, as if from a huge 
farnance. 


Elevator A stood just east of the mill 
and was in imminent danger for a con- 
siderable time. Three or four streams 
were kept playing upon it constantly, 
and the numerous brands which fell 
upon its roof were extinguished as they 
descended. Once the western end of 
the roof took fire and for a few mo- 
ments blazed up quite fiercely, but sev- 
eral more streams were turned on it, 
and the fire disappeared. The eleva- 
tor received some damage by a section 
of the mill wall falling upon it and 
crushing in the roof. 

The side and rear walls of the mill 
are pretty much all left standing, but 
the rear part has mostly fallen and 
gone to help add to the common ruin 
to be found in the basement. It is also 
thought that the walls left will be of 
little bern fF 

The total loss is estimated at $130,000. 


$12,000. On building and machinery 
it is placed at $110,000 to $120,000. The 
insurance tes $84,500 of which 
$10,000 is in the Millers’ National com- 
pany, and $5,000 in the Western Man- 
ufacturers’. 

The St. Paul roller mill was built in 
1874, and was up to 1880 a stone mill 
with six runs of buhrs. Archibald & 
Schurmeier were then the owners. 
Previous to 1830 the St. Paul Roller 
Mill Co. was organized with Kingsland 
Smith as manager. The latter added 
another story, built on an extension, 
and introduced the full roller system. 
The mill possessed a very good ma- 
chinery outfit at the time of its de- 
struction embracing 37 double Allis 
rolls, 16 La Croix air purifiers, 40 reels, 
3 centrifugals and a 22x48 Reynolds- 
Corliss engine. Quite a number of 
rolls were porcelain. A high quality 
of flour was produced and the compa- 
ny enjoyed an extended trade. 

The officers of the St. Paul Roller 
Mill Co. are Chas. E. Flandrau, h Boon 
dent; Kingsland Smith, vice president 
and manager; Geo. C. Squires, secre- 
tary; F. E. Smith, treasurer. M. J. 
Schech was the head miller. Manager 
Smith on Saturday stated that the 
company would rebuild, but that the 
old site would not be occupied on ac- 
count of being too valuable for busi- 
ness property. The mill will proba- 
bly be completed within three or four 
months, but in the meantime the com- 
pany will make arrangements with the 
Lindeke mill and others to supply its 
trade. The greatest misfortune of the

There is prospect of more competition 
in the city flour trade soon. Already 
Pillsbury’s agent has been about and 
sounded the temper of the trade and 
the Attica mill will soon return to the 
solicitation of regular custom. At 
present the latter has all the flour it 
can make sold outside. 

There is a large increase in the 
amount of grain in store, particularly 
in Duluth wheat, which now touches 
the million point for the first time this 
season. Following is the amount re- 
ported: Wheat, 1,471,462 bus; corn, 
271,073 bus; oats, 196,226 bus; against 
1,103,888 bus wheat, 465,312 bus corn 
and 130,216 bus oats last week and 3,- 
732,181 bus wheat, 741,484 bus corn and 
229,834 bus oats last year. Of the pres- 
ent amount there is 1,209,076 bus Du- 
luth wheat, an increase of 365,763 bus 
for the week. It willbeseen that there 
is only 262,386 bus other than Duluth 
wheat here, which is less than one-fifth 
of the whole. The week’s receipts by 
lake have again been ny reaching 
274,661 bbls flour, 1,079,339 bus wheat, 
1,076,134 bus corn and 628,086 bus oats. 
Shipments by rail were 81,400 bus 
wheat, 732,900 bus corn and 189,000 bus 
oats, and by canal 422,794 bus wheat, 
397,929 bus corn and 177,524 bus oats. 
Canal forwarders have this week re- 
duced the rate on corn to New York jc, 
quoting wheat at 5c and corn at 4c. 
No farther reduction is expected. Ship- 
ments willcontinue another week and 
a few days longer if the weather re- 
mains good. All who are acquainted 
with the work of the forwarders’ asso- 
ciation without being interested in it 
are convinced that the persistent at- 
tacks on it by the Ohicago Tribune are 
uncalled for. By organizing the trade 
it has been saved from the loss that 
has resulted every year for some time, 
even while the lake trade has been uni- 
formly prosperous. Five cents on 
wheat has been the highest rate, which 
is quite moderate.

A Judicial Decision. 


In the caseof the Columbia Mill Co. 
of Minneapolis vs W. W. Alcorn & 
Oo. of Philadelphia, where plaintiff 
claimed exclusive right to the word 
“Columbia” in brands and charged de- 
fendants with violating this right and 
with imitating the brand, Judge Butler 
decided in favor of defendant and gave 
it as his opinion that the proofsdid not 
sustain the plaintiff. In hisopinion the 
exclusive right claimed was not satis- 
factorily shown. ‘‘The word ‘Colum- 
pone says Judge Butler, “is popular 
and in common use for many purposes. 
Itis quite probable that it should have 
been long ago adopted for flour brands 
and the testimony shows that it was. 
Flour brands are numerous and the 
general shape and style so similar that 
purchasers must necessarily observe 
them with some care to distinguish one 
from the other. Looking at plaintiffs’ 
brands and that of defendants’ the 
difference must be seen immediately 
even by the most inattentive buyer.”’ 

Messrs. Alcorn & Oo. havesent out a 
circular letter to the trade announcing 
the result of the suit and embodying a 
copy of the judge’s decision in their cir- 
cular.

A Big Enterprise. 





Philadelphia and Minneapolis capi- 
talists are claimed to have come into 
possession of the water power in the 
Kaministiqua river, known as the Ka- 
kabeka falis. These falls are about 11 
miles from Port Arthur, Ont., at the 
head of Lake Superior. The river at 
this point is about 350 feet wide and 
60 feet deep. The falls are 100 feet high, 
the water dashing over a perpendicular 
precipice of that height. The falls will 
furnish an equivalent, it is claimed, of 
200,000 hp. 

The story goes that the syndicate has 
purchased 4,000 acres near to and in- 
cluding the falls, and the intention is 
to found a great Canadian manufactur- 
ing town. Flour and saw mills are the 
first establishments to be putin, and 
smelting works for reducing the silver 
found there in abundance will be built 
soon after. For the initial work $350,- 
000 will be invested. Hydraulic en- 
gineers are now at work on the ground 
completing the preliminaries, and the 
active work of mill building will begin 
early in the spring. One of the first 
buildings to be built will be a $25,000 
hotel, which will be begun this fall. A 
2,000 bbl flour mill will be early erected. 
The products of the different mills will 
be shipped over a line of road to be 
built to Port Arthur, there to connect 
with the Canadian Pacific and the lakes.

The stock of flour in New York Nov. 
1, was 129,175 barrels and sacks—45,025 
of spring and 84,150 of winter—against 
135,465 barrels and sacks on Nov. 1, 
1888. 


The Minnesota Eastern road will 
build this winter a duplicate of its 
present flour dock at West Superior, 
Wis. It will be the largest flour dock 
at the head of Lake Superior, with a 
total storage capacity of 250,000 bbls. 

The official returns of November to 
the department of agriculture make 
the rate of yield of corn a full average, 
slightly above 26; bus per acre, and 
the quality medium, being relatively 
low on the Atlantic coast from New 
York southward, and high west of the 
Mississippi. 

A communication to a New York ag- 
ricultural paper, from Commissioner 
Dodge, gives a revised estimate of the 
wheat crop, to the effect that the wheat 
production will be 12.8 bus per acre, on 
38,000,000 acres, or about 486,300,000 
measured bus, from which about 15,- 
000,000 bus must be deducted, on ac- 
count of short weight, thus bringing 
the crop down to about 471,000,000, 60- 
Ib bus. 

Complaints from country shippers 
that the inspection of wheat at Chica- 
go is too rigid, were heard by the rail- 
road and warehouse commissioners at 
Springfield, [ll., Nov. 7. It was sug- 
gested that the Chicago inspection de- 
partment furnish to the shippers of 
the state at the beginning of each sea- 
son samples of low grade wheat that 
they may have them for use in buying, 
and enable them to know just how the 
grain will be graded. 


The annual report of Secretary Rusk, 
of the agricultural bureau, complains 
about the appropriations being inade- 
quate for the proper carrying on of the 
work, and insists upon larger allow- 
ances to meet the increased expenses. 
A comparison is drawn with the appro- 
priations made foragriculture by those 
countries which the report says ‘‘are 
the most active competitors of Ameri- 
can farmers in the world’s markets.”’ 
Great Britain appropriates for agricul- 
ture $2,500,000; Germany, $2,850,000; 
Brazil, $20,000,000 for agriculture and 
mines; France, $8,000,000, and Austria 
more than $4,000,000. The appoint- 
ment of a state statistician in every 
state and a comprehensive plan of ag- 
ricultural surveys of the states and 
territories to increase the efficiency of 
the department is also recommended. 
Anent the contribution of Statistician 
Dodge to an agricultural pages givin 
a more definite statement of the yiel 
of wheat than in his November report, 
it is stated that Secretary Rusk gave 
Mr. Dodge to understand that this must 
not occur again. ;

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RAMBLES IN MILLS.—IIl. 


BY SALESMAN. 

It avails little for a machinery man- 
ufacturer to use the best materials, and 
have them ae together with great care 
and skill, if some incompetent twelve- 
shilling-a-day laborer is to handle them. 
The best machine made will not show 
its worth or do half the work it might 
under such conditions, nor can it be ex- 

cted to last nearly as long as it would 

f skillfully operated and properly 
cared for. The loss falls upon the user, 
of course, though the maker suffers too, 
in the reputation of his work, which 
is damaged, through no fault of his or 
of his machine. But it should be ap- 
parent to any millowner that to em- 
ploy unskilled labor to handle a mill 
equipment which represents an invest- 
ment of thousands of dollars, is a piece 
of folly that is wholly without rea- 
sonable excuse. There is not only the 
liability that the rorngererg A will be 
damaged, but the certainty that it will 
not do nearly the work of which it is 
capable. Some makes of machinery re- 
quire less attention than others; this 
the skilled operator will appreciate, 
and give due credit for. But with any 
machine, keeping it running satisfac- 
torily and at little expense in the way 
of repairs and deterioration, is largely 
a matter of doing the little things that 
are required at the proper time. Prop- 
erly ee to things in time is work 
for the skilled operator, and just as es 
sential in the case of the machine that 
does not require much looking after as 
in the caseor one that needs a good deal 
of attention. After machinery has been 
set up it must be adjusted to the work 
to be performed. It requires experi- 
ence and consideration to determine 
exactly what is to be done if a new 
machine is raw, so to speak, and no 
matter how carefully the work has 
been done upon it, it is not in the same 
condition that it will be ina few weeks, 
or after the actual work it does bas 
worn its bearings smooth and true. In 
the best machine work there are more 
or less asperities of surface, and ve 
much more friction than there will be 
later on. Bearings and boxes are not 
fitted under strain, but as they stand 
independently in the shop, and this 
entails a condition of things which 
actual work may show to be faulty. 

* * 


It is customary in calculating the 
pressure per square inch on bearings 
to assume the semi-circumference of 
the bearing as carrying the load; but 
this is manifestly incorrect, and results 
in figures which do not accurately rep- 
resent the pressure per square inch on 
ag‘ren bearing. No journal fits the 
box through one-half ofits circamfer- 
ence in actual work. One-third of the 
circumference would be much nearer 
the fact. The reason why new journals 
are apt to run hot at first is that the 
entire load comes upon certain very 
small areas of the bearing surfaces, and 
these heat. There are some cases where 
it is not well to have soft metal, as 
for instance where there is grit liable 
to get in between the contacting sur- 
faces. If the bearing is of soft metal, 
the grit will get imbedded in it and 
form a “lap,” cutting the journal away 
most thoroughly. e length of the 
journal does not affect either the fric- 
tion itself or the power required to 
overcome it; but increase in diameter 
increases the resistance to motion in 

roportion to that increase ofdiameter. 

his is because of the greater amount 
of leverage which the same amount of 
resistance can exert in the case of the 
journal of greater diameter. It is, 
therefore, desirable to make journals 
as small in diameter as possible, in 
order that the friction may not have 
much leverage to aidit in resisting the 
the motion. This decreasein diameter 
must of course have a limit, and this is 
generally governed by the strength of 
the material which composes the jour- 
nal. The bearing and the journal are 
protected against excessive wear by 
making them as long as can be done 
without too much increasing the length 
oftheaxle. For ordinary shafting for 
the transmission of power, the journal 
should be made at least four diameters 
in length. Thus a 2} inch shaft (which 
is nominally 23 inches in diameter, but 





ppnetionly. only 2 7-16) has bearings 
about 9} inches long. the case of 
shafts the whole length should be so 
well finished that any part of it will 
serve as a journal, so that the only in- 
crease of cost in making the bearing 
surfaces four diameters in length is in 
the increased cost of hangers. 


* * 

I wish to say a few words in refer- 
ence to the manner in which babbitt 
and othersimilar anti-friction metals 
are usually treated. Workmen who 


are unaccustomed to mixing or treat- | ; 
ing metals while in a liquid state, will 


gee. melt such metal upon a 
blacksmith’s forge by applying heat so 
rapidly that the ladle will become red 
hot before the metal within it begins 
to melt. When it has melted a dross 
arises to the surface and is skimmed 
off by the workman and thrown away. 
This aes ae process is kept up as 
long as the ladle is kept upon the fire 
Now such a course is all wrong, be- 
cause, by appl ing heat too suddenly 
the metals which fuse at lower degrees 
of heat sweat out and are burned be- 
fore those which melt at higher tem- 
peratures become fluid. The dross, as 
it is commonly called, which rises to 
the surface, isin many cases the an 
timony or hardening property of the 
alloy, and should not be thrown away. 
The surface of the melted metal shou!d 
be kept covered with fine charcoal, 
which will prevent oxidation. The 
metal should always be well stirred be- 
fore pouring, otherwise the heaviest 
metals will separate and sink to the 
bottom of the Jadle, and a constantly 
varying quality of metal will be the 
result. By melting the metal slowly 
and keeping it properly fluxed as de- 
scribed, it will run sharp, each castin 
will be found uniform throughout an 
the metal be of equal hardness. 


* * 

Perhaps nothing new can be said in 
reference to lubrication and the devices 
that flood the market at the a 
time, for the purpose of lubricating. 
The danger from heated steps and 
eg is well known, and many of 
the old hands can not now be persuad- 
ed that anything other than lard or 
sperm oil is safe and fit to be used. 
Why, then, do managers of large mills 
and other establ'shments persist in 
runnivg their machinery with poor 
and dangerous oils? They seem to for. 
get that lubrication is as important a 
factor in the control and economy of 
motion and power as the need of hands 
to attend to it, or a3 the need of light 
to see the work and fael to produce 
the power and motion; but inattention 
to these facts and false economy induce 
them to pursue a faulty policy. They 
claim it to be of no use to buy better 
oil, as the hands pour it on recklessly 
anyway, but they thereby acknowledge 
poor management and want of control 
over their men. It is no wonder the 
men pour it on; they have to do it to 
keep the bearings cool, while the oil 
runs out below as fast as they pour it 
on above. That makes them use it 
recklessly. With oil capable of doin 
its work with regularity they woul 
not do so, as lubrication also means 
exertion—it requires attention and 
causes labor.

The flour market this week has been 
only moderately active, sales aggre- 
gating about 35,000 barrels and sacks 
of all descriptions, though the demand 
was chiefly for spring patents and bak- 
ers’ clears. Freights continue firm and 
offerings moderate, but room was tak- 
en ad about 20,000 a Ero gen. 
erally steady thoug. gh grade 
spring Tatents declined 5c, rangin 
ab $4 60@4.80 in wood and $4306 
4.50 for export grades in sacks. 
Clears ran at $3@3 25 for choice 
bakers’ and $2.50@3 for No. 3, straights 
at $3.75@4 in wood and $3.25@3 75 in 
sacks and low grades at $1.50@2 25. 
Winters are unchanged, straights sell- 
ing at $3.90@4.10 in barrels and clears 
at $3.50@3 75 in sacks. Rye flour is 
firmer and 10c higher, ranging at $2.55 
@2 80 for city product in barrels and 
$2.30@2.45 for country in sacks. The 
movement here is very large, averag 
ing 13,000 bbls daily, against 8,400 last 
week, 7,300 the same time last year and 
10,000 in 1887. Shipments eastward av- 
eraged 10,000 bbis daily, againet 12,000 
last week, 4,300 in 1888 and 13,000 in 
1887. The average daily production 
this week was 6,910 bbls against 5,375 
last week and 3,675 same time in 1888. 
Receipts here since Seot. 1 aggregate 
482,593 bbls, against 461,723 in 1888 and 
492,492 in 1887. Mill feed is very dull, 
and prices continue to tend downward, 
business being checked by the scarcity 
of freight room. Sacked bran ranges 
at $8.25@8.50, and fine middlings at 
$9.50@10. 

The wheat market continues quiet, 
but a steadier feeling exists despite the 
large movement in the northwest, an 
improved export demand and a much 
smaller increase in the visible supply 
than anticipated tending to advance 
values. Local millers are also buying 
freely, preferring medium to choi e 

ades. Smutty samples, inferior qual- 
ities and white winter varieties are 
neglected and almost unsalable. Of 
the contract grade in store here, 301,- 
000 bus consists of No. 2 spring and 
289,000 No. 2 red winter. Cash wheat 
sells at December prices, while the pre- 
mium on May has been reduced to $5.

The Daisy mill grinds out its regular 
capacity, 1,500 bbis, each day. 

The Gem is making 360 bbls daily, 
working principally on foreign orders. 

The Eagle is making 1,600 bbls daily, 
and reports a moderate export and 
domestic business. 


The Reliance again averaged 600 
bbls daily, and reports a fair trade in 
patents and bakers’. 

The Jupiter’s machinery is now work- 
ing more satisfactorily and ground 
500 bbls daily this week. 

The Phcenix has started up again, 
all repairs having been completed, and 
averaged 1,000 bbls daily during the 
week, though making 1,300 bbls Sat- 
urday. 

The Duluth Roller mill hasincreased 
its figures 50 bbls, and averaged 1,300 
bbls daily. Some improvements have 
been introduced in the the Duluth’s 
machinery, and the owners expect to 
‘farther increa:e their output.

Saturday, taking a cursory look over 
the machinery his folks have in the va 
rious shops here. He had just returned 
from the south, where he says a good 
ee ee are being putin for 
making cotton seed oil. 

The North Star Bbl. Co. has closed 
up its business for the past six months 
and at a meeting Wednesday electe 
officers for the ensuing year. The ros- 
ter is—H. W. Burroughs, president ; 
L. Button, secretary and treasurer,and 
G. Hoeft, John Bramer and Jos. Brom- 
bach, board of directors. This leaves 
the management practically the same 
as before, Mr. Burroughs having been 
at the head of the company for a num- 
ber of years. 

The Codperative Bbl. Co. had its an- 
nual meeting Wednesday, and re-elect- 
ed J. D. Conley, president ; W. H. 
Sheridan, secretary and treasurer, and 
Wm. Tammany, foreman. The board 
of directors is composed of Geo. Ora- 
ver, John Heiler and Geo. Matt. The 
proposition to consolidate this compa- 
ny with the North Star and Hennepin 
shops is understood to have been sub- 
stantially given up as impracticable. 
The term of years for which the Co-op- 
erative Co. was organized expires this 
month, and it is preparing to take out 
new articles of incorporation. 

The North Star shop for the past 
two weeks has not been able to make 
as many barrels as its mills called for 
and has been employing about a dozen 
hired men. What barrels it could 
not supply with this additional help 
were procured of the Sixth Street shop. 
The management of the North Star 
does not believe in holding out in- 
ducements to get coopers to come here 
from other places, but would prefer 
to employ those already in the city 
out of work, and if still needing more 
barrels, to buy them of shops less fa- 
vored as to business. This seems like 
@ very cOmmon sense policy, and will 
probably be more practiced by the 
snops in the future than in the past. 
Asa result of the overflow of work 
from the North Star, the Sixth Street 
has been sending out barrels at a pret- 
ty lively rate. 

A decided impetus was given to the 
barrel trade last week, the sales taking 
a big jump and almost equaling the 
figures of the corresponding period in 
1888, The Hardwood Mfg. Co. and the 
North Star Bbl. Co. had to buy largely 
of the other shops oareey their mills, 
and ali around everybody did a good 


‘business. The manufacture was con- 


siderably under the sales, and the 
packages withdrawn from store made 
a@ vacuum of nosmall dimensions. The 
demand for wooden packages is re- 
ported quite brisk again this week.

The plaintiff claims an exclusive right to the 
word *“‘Columbia” in brands for flour barrels, and 
charges the defendants with violating this right, 
and also with imitating his brands in which the 
wordis used. 

We do not think he is sustained by the proofs. 
The exclusive right claimed is not satisfactorily 
shown. The word “Columbia” is popular and in 
common use for many purposes. That it should 
have been adopted long ago in branding flour bar- 
rels is quite probable, and the testimony seems to 
show that it was, both in the eastern and western 
sections of this country. Ifit be said the defend- 
ants’ testimony in this respect is not as full as it 
might be, the same may be said of the plaintiffs’. 
The defendant went far enough to put the plaint- 
iff to further proof. No more need be said re- 
specting this branch of the case. 

Flour brands are so numerous (nearly every 
miller and dealer having his own), and the gen- 
eral shape and style so similar, in consequence of 
their use on similar packages (barrels), that pur- 
chasers must necessarily observe them with some 
care to distinguish one from another. A passing 
glance cannot be relied on, and we must suppose 
isnot. In this respect the case differs from those 
in which trade-marks are ordinarily involved. 
Looking at the plaintiff.’ brand and that of the 
defendants’, which is said to resemble it, with the 
attention necessary to discriminate between the 
thousands of flour brands in common use, the 
difference must be seen immediately, even by the 
most inattentive buyer. The two or three wit- 
nesses who say they were misled must have been 
especially unobservant. 

The bil] must be dismissed with costs.
